Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 13, filed 10 December 2010, with respect to the prior art 
rejections and the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The prior art rejections and the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 101 set forth in the non-final rejection 
of 29 September 2010 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 7-13, 15-19, 23, 24 and 28 are allowed. 

Allowable subject matter was noted on pages 14-15 of the non-final rejection of 29
